Photography As An 
Aid To Fighting Crime 


Hans Busscher 


was told a very interesting thing by an 

insurance agent the other day. He 

mentioned the fact that despite the many 
robberies happening daily in South Africa 
not many people have a record of their most 
precious or prized possessions. 
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When some of the stolen stuff is eventually 
recovered by the police, it is sold by them 
after a period of time has elapsed in order 
to get it out of their full warehouses. This is 
because people haven't made an effort to 
claim them or haven't got proof that 
something valuable belongs to them! 


It would be a good idea to take photos of say 
your Hi Fi equipment, your TV, your cameras, 
your and your wife’s jewellery, ie watches, 
rings, brooches and paintings. Here I'm not 
talking of the el cheapo Timex watch 
bought in Hong Kong for a couple of dol 

or the R40 Tretchikoff colour print of the 
“Dying Swan” you got at the local Panorama 
flea market, but really valuable stuff. 


Stuff like a genuine painting by Maggie 
Laubscher or Tinus de Jongh or that real 
Rolex watch encrusted with diamonds! And 
not forgetting the latest Canon D30 with all 
its lenses that you just imported from B&H 
in New York! 


When you photograph these things, include 
a card with your name and address 
clearly printed on it to appear in the 
picture. This card must be propped up 
against the item. All photographic and 
electronic equipment have serial numbers, 
so it’s logical to include those on the card as 
well. 


Make two copies of each, one for your 
insurance broker with whom you are 
insured and one for your personal files w 
should be kept in a safe place. 


Then inthe event that something is recovered 
by the police after a burglary, you can identify 
your goods when found. 


Combined with the above method, you can 
also personally mark larger items with an 
ultra violet pen. This handy gadget can mark 
your goods with a sort of invisible ink that 
can only be picked up by shining a UV light 
on them. Last time | heard “Photo Agencies” 
in Johannesburg was importing these 
pens.
